Latter Runs Sparkling Race in Winning at -Seven* 
Eighths— Jockey Pease Suspended on Result 
of Caper Sauce’s Defeat. 



Now York, July 22. — The yearlings that John E. 
Madden sold to William Garth this week are colts 
by Yankee — -Ilka, Planudes — Live Note, Ogden — 
Catherine Carson. Planmles — Lambent, Planudes — • 
Ivory Bells, The Scribe — Caprice, The Scribe — 
Sufficiency and Planudes — Self Live. 

These youngsters will lie turned over to Mr. Garth 
after tin* Saratoga meeting. Mr. Garth has in pro 
vioiis years limight a number of yearlings from the 
master of Hamburg Place and he has made out 
pretty well with them. Busy, one of the youngsters 
Mr. Garth bought from Mr. Madden, was one of the 
best eolts in Canada last season. 

Mr. Madden has not attempted to race his two- 
year-olds since 1968. He has preferred lo sell the 
yearlings of Hamburg Place and leave their develop- 
ment to other horsemen. The stable Mr. Madden 
has in training this year does not amount to a great 
deal. The master of Hamburg Plaee does not seem 
disposed to train horses these days. Jle appears 
content to give over to other trainers the product 
of Hamburg Place and leave the development of his 
two-year olds to his friends.

CONDENSED HISTORY OF THE EMPIRE CITY HANDICAP 



Detroit, Mich., July 22. — Keen contests were the 
order at Windsor this afternoon. Heavy showers 
that fell during the morning did little more than 
Settle the dust and what rain fell made the track 
faster than on any previous (liiy of the meeting. 
Most of the winners showed keen speed and ran in 
close to record time. Friend Harry. Ed Alvey’s 
main reliance for the $10,000 Dominion Handicap, 
to lie run on the opening day of the Fort Erie meet- 
ing, showed a sparkling performance in his race 
when lie overcame a lot of early interference, closed 
a big gap and won going away by a couple of 
lengths. Friend Harry ran seven-eighths in 1:25}, 
which equaled tiie track record for the distance. 
Warren, who will have the mount on him in the 
Fort Erie stake, rode him this afternoon, trainer 
Hattield having decided to ride Mnsgrave on Pinkola. 

Six of the finishes found the winners under hard 
drives and in four of them heads and necks sepa- 
rated the first two. The feature race of the pro- 
gram. the Essex Handicap, for two-year-olds, at live 
and a half furlongs, found Cismont 'the winner. Cis- 
mont. ridden by Jimmy Reid, took an easy lead soon 
after the break and led throughout, although he was 
forced to stand punishment through the stretch- to 
stall off a determined challenge from Solid Com- 
fort. The latter covered much more ground than 
the winner. She broke from an outside position, was 
carried a bit wide on the different turns and, under 
the circumstances, her race was a good one. Reid 
figured in another good ride on Osorine in the sev- 
enth race, in which the latter beat Martin I)ovle 
a head. 

As a result of the running of the opening dash, 
which called for horses foaled in the Dominion of 
Camilla, the apprentice jockey Pease was suspended, 
and recommendation will lie made to flic license com- 
mittee of tiie Canadian Racing Associations that his 
license lie revoked. Pease bad the mount on Caper 
Sauce, the 3 to 5 favorite, which was lieatcn half a 
length by Mill on the Floss. Mnsgrave. who had 
the mount on the latter, rushed her into a long lead 
in tiie early stages, while Pease, on Caper Sauce, 
left the barrier slowly. The starter reported that 
the boy appeared to deliberately pull to the outside 
when the break came. At all events he dropped 
completely out of tiie running the first half mile, 
lint entering the homestretch moved up with a burst 
of speed that landed him on almost equal terms 
witli tiie leader at the furlong post. Pease’s effort 
in the last sixteenth was what got him into trouble, 
the officials being satisfied that his finish was a 
very weak effort. 

In the steeplechase Tourney, which finished second 
to Bergoo, was disqualified for fouling the winner 
at the last fence. Jockey McKinney went whipping 
to this jump with Bergoo, and just as lie got to the 
leader Tourney ducked to tiie outside right in front-' 
of Bergoo. Fortunately no accident occurred hut the 
interference certainly bothered the latter. Bergoo, 
however, came again in the stretch to win bv a 
head in the final stride. The judges deemed the 
interference so palpable that they took second money 
from Tourney, ami the change in placing advanced 
I hi era into second place and Stellalaml into third 
liosition. Lucas was fined $25 ami susi>ende<l for 
the remainder of the meeting. 

John Griffin II. created a new record for three- 
quarters of a mile in the third race when he ran the 
distance in 1:12. The unfashionably-bred sprinter 
took the lead at the start and never relinquished it, 
beating Emperor William in a long and hard stretch 
drive. Mnsgrave never struck John Griffin II. with 
his whip, lint kept threatening him with it through 
the filial furlong and the old horse raced on with 
rare courage. Barney Schreiber. who arrived from 
the west this morning, made a trip to tiie paddock 
in tills race “to look over the bushwhacker that had 
tiie nerve to tackle Jack Atkin so many times,” as 
he expressed it. 

Several of the horsemen here contemplate sending 
part of their stables to Saratoga. John Dyment, tile 
young Canadian trainer who is well known on the 
metropolitan tracks, will ship his good Voter filly. 
Solid Comfort, and his grack three-year-old. Chief 
Kee. The latter lias recovered from his recent lame- 
ness and worked a mile in 1:48 this morning. John 
Walters will send the two-year-old Mclvor and My 
Gal. and will take John G. Greener’s shifty three- 
year did. Countless, with him. The Dyment and 
Walters horses will go east in Richard E. Watkin’s 
car. 

Jockey Jimmy Reid will leave for Empire City 
tomorrow night to join the Smithson Stalde. 

Jockey J. Wilson, who was suspended hv the 
judges yesterday, has left for his home in Wiscon- 
sin. 

John Dyment 's good colt. Chief K ee , is in strong 
work again and will tie sent from Windsor to Sara- 
toga. where he lias many good engagements. Chief 
Kee lias been laid up for a month because of a Ham- 
ilton druggist's siilwti till inn of wood aliobol fur (ho 
real spirit in a liniment lie compounded. The horse’s 
leg was poisoned by the application of the inferior 
article.
